Response to Arguments 



1. Applicant's arguments, see pages 10-12, based on the claims as amended, filed May 13, 
2004, with respect to the rejections of claims 1-8 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. The rejections of claims 1-8 have been withdrawn. 



2. Claims 1-8 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In regard to independent claim 1, no prior art of record alone or in combination discloses 
or suggests an optical apparatus comprising: an optical head including a first detector and a 
second detector located to be along the tracks, said first detector and said second detector for 
detecting the light reflected from the optical disc and outputting a first detection signal and a 
second detection signal, respectively; a balance adjusting circuit for address detection for 
receiving the first detection signal outputted by said first detector and the second detection 
signal outputted by said second detector, said balance adjusting circuit for address 
detection adjusting amplitudes of the first detection signal and the second detection signal 
and outputting an adjusted first detection signal and an adjusted second detection signal, 
respectively, at a position where the address information is recorded; an address detection 
differential amplifying circuit for outputting an address detection differential signal which 
is a difference between the adjusted first detection signal and the adjusted second detection 
signal adjusted by said balance adjusting circuit for address detection; and an address

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detecting circuit for detecting the address information based on the address detection 
differential signal outputted from said address detection differential amplifying circuit. 

In regard to independent claim 8, no prior art of record alone or in combination discloses 
or suggests a method for reading address information from an optical disc comprising: detecting 
the light reflected from the optical disc and outputting a first detection signal and a second 
detection signal detected by a first detector and a second detector, adjusting amplitudes of the 
first detection signal and the second detection signal; outputting an adjusted first detection 
signal and an adjusted second detection signal, respectively; outputting an address 
detection differential signal which is a difference between the adjusted first detection signal 
and the adjusted second detection signal; and detecting the address information based on 
the outputted address detection differential signal. 

Claims 2-7 are allowed because they are dependent on allowed base claim 1.
